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Readers Speak to Readers 


Wichita, Kansas, June 15, 1922 
Dear Rev. Father: 

In response to my letter printed in 
your paper of May 28th, I have re- 
Hs soil g a number of communications, 
some of them being personal letters 
and others pamphlets giving informa- 
tion of useful societies already form- 
ed. 

To the personal letters I have been 

lad to reply personally, though in 

aste, for my time is very limited. 

And I have been turning all these 
things over in my mind, waiting for 
light through the minds of others, 
and hoping for direction from God. 

It seems that there is a good num- 
ber of Catholics who feel the call of 
a vocation either not yet defined, or 
of which they have not yet learned. 
And this is especially true, it would 
seem, of the isolated, or converts, and 
of earnest souls in places where Cath- 
olics are few—who are, in fact, prac- 
tically isolated. Indeed this may 
happen in a large city. 

t is not necessary for me to go 
inte conditions already well eriough 
known. But the interest awakened, 
including that among those before 
known to me, makes me think that 
we may establish a kind of clearing 
house of vocations with the idea of 
helping those interested in getting 
into a work that will absorb ail their 
energies happily in the service of God 
and man. Iso that each may find 
that human sympathy and com- 
panionship which we all crave, and 
which the Saints not only did not de- 
spise but valued highly. 

In order to do this we must “travel 

light.” The society itself must not 
be a burden, and must not be compli- 
cated. I have in mind as a model a 
most unostentatious lady who does 
a great amount of charitable work, 
though having many home cares 
which are never neglected. If this 
Society should take definite form and 
have a president, she is the one for 
whom I should vote, A heart abound- 
ing in charity is the first requisite. 
Nevertheless the lady just mentioned 
is gifted with sterling good sense as 
well. 
A favorite phrase of this lady’s is: 
“We must be willing to work solely 
for the love of God.” And for our 
Society, if we have one, the title 
comes to my mind: “Volunteers of 
Love.” 

The thought is not in the least to 
overlap other Societies, but rather, I 
might say, to dovetail into them, try- 
ing to adjust each one into his or her 
own suitable work or mission. 

Personally, I am engaged in a very | 
absorbing mission work, among Mex- 
icans, who are practically withouti 
exception baptized Catholics, and 
many of them devout ones. But they 
need adjustment to our own Catholic 
life. And there is a pressing need 
of much more personal work among 
them, but how few respond! How 
true it is, not only in this work but 
on every hand, “the harvest truly is 
plentious, but the laborers are few.” 
It would seem, as St. Paul said sadly 
when he was in prison, that many 
think only of their own affairs. 

Yet we have the picture from the 
lips of our Lord Himself, of those 
called to His right hand surprised at 
their good fortune, to whom He said, 
“T was sick. in prison, hungry, naked, 
thirsty, and ve relieved me.” While 
to those on the left who said, “have 
we not prophesied and done miracles 
in thy name?” He said, “depart, I 
never knew you.” 

Many, of course, are livin 
of charity and have no need of any- 
thing more. But there is strength 
in union and even in organization 
when this is not burdensome. Also 
there is opportunity for those of less 
experience to learn from those who 
have more, the rule should be, “sub- 
mit yourselves one to another in 
love.” And as I write these words I 
i become conscious that we have al- 
iready existing the nucleus of a little 
informal league on exactly this basis. 
_And I can safely say that this would 
ibe open to all charitably inclined 
/souls on a footing of absolute equal-
